Reds flatly refused today to lift

enforcing a K orean truce. 
The lim ited rotation plan 
was 
part of a new six-point C o m m u n ­ 
ist proposal which m ade little im ­ 
pression on allied negotiators. An 
official U. N. com m unique m ade 
no m ention of rotation 
and 
said 
the proposal showed “little signi­ 
ficant d ep a rtu re from th e 
unac­ 
ceptable proposal of Dec. 3.” 
Can’t Furnish Lists 
In Stockholm , the Sw edish for­ 
eign office said the U. S. had ask­ 
ed if Sw eden would join a n eutral 
'inspection commission to help po­ 
lice a K orean truce. It said S w ed­ 
en has m ad e no decision. 
Negotiators have not agreed on 
how an arm istice would 
be 
en­ 
forced. T he allies have indicated 
they m ig h t accept a C om m unist 
proposal to use representatives of 
neutral nations 
for 
b eh in d -th e- 
lines inspections. 
Red delegates said international 
Red Cross inspection of C o m m u n ­ 


i s t prison camps was “out oI the 
question.’’ 
They again refused to tu rn over 
lists of allied prisoners unless the 
U. N. com m and first accepts the 
C om m unist idea of exchanging all 
prisoners. Rear Adm. R. E. Libby 
w anted to know why. H e asked: 
“Is it because your list contains 
just a handful of nam es and you 
are asham ed to give it to u s?” 
The Reds com plained the great 
m ajority of prisoners, held by the 
U. N. would not be retu rn ed if an 
exchange w ere m ade on a 
m an- 
for-m an basis as the allies want. 
Blackm ail Evident

WR son told the National Press 
club that m an u fa ctu rers of civilian 
goods will get only about 50 per 
cent of their usual am ounts of 
th re e critical m etals— steel, copper 
an d alum inum — in the first q u ar­ 
ter of next year. 
And Manley Fleischm ann, de- 
l e n s e production adm inistrator 
an d a principal Wilson aide, dis­ 
closed at the sam e tim e that “sub­ 
sta n tia l” 
additional 
cutbacks 
in 
m etal quotas m ust 
be m ade in 
April. May and June. 
Fleischm ann explained that m il­

boosts iii their dem ands for strate­ 
gic 
metals

The DPA head said he did not 
look tor much increase in u n em ­ 
ploym ent on a national scale be­ 
cause of the civilian cutbacks but 
agreed there would be m ore job­ 
less in some areas.

The school lunch program in 
Delta county and elsew here in th e 
state and nation will soon begin 
to feel the pinch of reduced fed ­ 
eral aid, w ith the prospect th a t 
m ore local funds m ust be p roduc­ 
ed or the quality of 
the

louvered. 
Hagle Q uam strom , D elta school 
superintendent, today said the re ­ 
im bursem ent in federal funds for 
( the school lunch program w ill be 
cut one cent for all types of m eals 
effective Ja n . I. 
The present scale of reim b u rse­ 
m ent ranges from 7 cents for a 
Type A m eal, with m ilk; 
to 
2 
cents for th e least expensive or 
Type C m eal. On Jan. I th e reim ­ 
bursem ent w ill be cut one cent for 
all types of m eals. 
Call Special Meeting 
Q uarnstrom 
reported th at in 
the 14 school districts of th e coun­ 
ty sponsoring school lunch 
p ro ­ 
gram s th ere is an accrued deficit 
to date of $2,250. 
The problem of financing the 
lunch program under the reduced 
reim bursem ent scale will be dis­ 
cussed at a special m eeting of the 
Delta County School Board M em ­ 
bers association to be held Jan . 8 
at Rapid R iver. 
Lunch paym ent rates for this 
school year had been established 
on the basis of last y ear’s re im ­ 
bursem ent. C hanges w ill be n e­ 
cessary to m eet the reduced aid 
unless local financing is increased. 
Food Cost Big Item 
A total of 112,000 m eals have 
been served in the schools of the 
county in th e past three m onths, 
Q uarnstrom reported. 
Total ex ­ 
penditure in the county for th e 
program w as $27,000 so far, 
of 
which $17,000 was spent for food, 
$7,500 for labor, and the rem ain ­ 
der for incidental costs. 
Total am ount received for the 
sam e period was $14,243.19 from 
the students in paym ent for m eals 
and $7,789.57 in federal aid. 
School officials w ere relu ctan t 
to forecast w hat will be done in 
connection w ith the problem , but 
they said either more local funds 
m ust be forthcom ing or th e q u a l­ 
ity of the m eals m ust be reduced. 
In one district through the PTA 
the labor cost is lowered by as­ 
signing a volunteer PTA w orker 
to help the school lunch cook.

Small Nations Are Unrealistic In 
* 
Seeking World Development Fund 


npHE United Nations economic committee 
moved off the deep end in Paris this 
week in adopting a resolution proposing 
the establishment of a huge world devel­ 
opment fund. 
The resolution was pushed through by 
the united support of small nations. The 
big nations voted against it and the United 
States particularly opposed the proposal. 
The thought expressed in the proposal is 
that a huge fund would be created to im­ 
prove the economic position of peoples all 
over the world. 
The idea may be fine but it disregards 
reality. The nations of the world are too 
impoverished to set aside the kind of mon­ 
ey that an enormous project of this kind 
would require It is quite apparent that 


W est Imperiled 
By "Inevitable W a r" 
DURING and immediately after World 
War II, hardly a handful of the West’s 
responsible statesmen gave a hint by word 
or deed that they understood the real aims 
and character of the Soviet Union. 
In this country, there has been a con­ 
certed effort by some men to fasten the 
blame for this colossal misjudgment on a 
few. The historical record is against them. 
It was a mistake made by most of those 
who either fashioned or influenced nation­ 
al policy in that hectic time. And it was not 
one avoided by leading public figures out­ 
side the government. 
We and the rest of the West have been 
paying dearly for this mistake, for imagin­ 
ing that in our w artim e Russian ally we 
had a “democratic pal” who would work 
with us for world peace in an atmosphere 
of sweet reasonableness. 
There would really be no point in dwell­ 
ing upon this if we could be sure that all 
our key policy-makers had learned their 
bitter lesson and now were treading the 
path of political wisdom. 
But unfortunately signs have appeared 
that some of our 
statesmen 
may 
have 
learned their lesson too well. 
From fool­ 
ishly accepting the Russian Communists as 
good-hearted friends, they have turned to 
viewing them as such imposable enemies 
that they must in time 
be 
crushed 
by 
weight of American and Western arms. 
In other words, these men, most of them 
the same ones who grossly misjudged the 
Russian purpose earlier, are now acting 
and thinking as if war with 
the 
Soviet 
Union were inevitable. 
They are, then, in danger of committing 
a new mistake of a magnitude to dwarf 
their original miscalculation of the Com­ 
munist motive. 
In their quite honorable 
zeal to thwart the world-be conquerors in 
Moscow, in their justifiable horror at the 
spectacle of Red tyranny, 
these officials 
have led themselves to an extreme which 
can hardly serve the cause of men who 
would avoid the unutterable destruction of 
another great war. 
We are not proposing here that Russia 
be given one inch in the struggle to keep 
men free. But our whole policy today is 
built upon the thesis that we can stand off 
the Soviet Union— and still avert w ar—by 
creating on the side of 
free 
nations 
a 
strength too great for the Reds to match. 
The trouble is not with that goal. 
The 
trouble is with men who pay it lip service 
but do not believe it attainable. These poli­ 
cy-makers feel in their hearts that the de­ 
fenses we are now creating, the arms we 
are casting, will not dissuade the Russians 
from their aim of conquest. They are con­ 
vinced those arms will have to be used. 
No one can be sure they will not have 
to be. But the future of this country ?md its 
Western friends is not secure in the hands 
of men who work from the conviction of 
war s inevitability. The helm belongs to 
those who recognize the peril but decline 
to accept that tnere is no escape. It belongs 
to men whose faith in freedom AND peace 
is indestructible. 


Millard Hits A t 
Organized Gambling 
A 
TTORNEY 
GENERAL 
FRANK 
G. 
MILLARD struck a blow against or­ 
ganized gambling in the state by obtaining 
a temporary’ injunction 
restraining 
the 
Western Union from leasing its wires and 
teletype facilities for gambling purposes. 
Since the injunction is effective on a 
statewide basis its force puts 
a 
severe 
crimp in organized gambling in numerous 
Lower Peninsula cities where betting on 
horse races was handled through Western 
Union facilities. It is the type of action at 
the state level that is essential in meeting 
a problem of this kind. 
Of course, it is slightly ironical that the 
state is agitated about the use of leased 
wires 
for 
gambling purposes when the 
state itself legalizes gambling by approval 
of pari-mutuel betting at state - licensed 
tracks. 
In the latter case, of course, the 
state gets a cut of the take. That makes it a 
horse of a different color, presumably. 


the small nations figure that 
good 
old 
Uncle Sam will come through with the ne­ 
cessary funds. 
Unfortunately, not even Uncle Sam can 
spare this kind of money. The American 
tax load is at such a level today that it is 
approaching 
confiscation. 
The 
United 
States is staggering under a national debt 
of tremendous proportions. In addition, we 
are committed to paying a heavy share of 
the cold war, including assistance to other 
nations in rearmaments. On top of that, we 
must retain further borrowing capacity as 
a hedge against the outbreak of another 
war. 
We have been so generous in our rela­ 
tionships with other powers that much of 
the world has come to the belief there is 
no limit to Uncle Sam’s generosity. 
Of course, the resolution of the United 
Nations’ economic committee 
is 
without 
meaning. 
There 
can 
be no such fund 
established without the generous support 
of the big powers, none of which approv­ 
ed the resolution. 


City Awaits Arrival 
O f New Gas Tanks 
TpSCANABA city officials will be much 
relieved when the three big gas stor­ 
age tanks arrive in Escanaba this month. 
The Bethlehem Steel company, manufac­ 
turers of the big tanks, has informed the 
city that the tanks are completed now and 
about ready for shipment. Delivery is ex­ 
pected before New Year’s. 
The tanks are essential to the city’s gas 
conversion project. 
For some time there 
has been apprehension that governmental 
agencies with high priorities for defense 
needs would commandeer the tanks. That 
may still happen, of course. 
Arrival of the tanks in Escanaba will 
save a lot of worrying. Also, it means con­ 
siderable in dollars to the gas utility be­ 
cause the convenrsion to propane gas will 
mean a substantial savings to the city and 
to the gas users.

POWER FOR INDUSTRIAL GROWTH 
(Duluth News-Trtbune) 
Earlier this week the Defense Produc­ 
tion administration in Washington granted 
accelerated tax amortization 
certificates 
for Minnesota Power & Light Co. projects 
at Aurora and Duluth costing more than 
$18,000,000. 
That is a lot of numbers to line up be­ 
hind a dollar sign, even now, when the 
dollars 
represent 
people’s 
money, 
not 
government money. 
It is a highly im­ 
pressive figure and doubly so when we 
recall that every dollar of it is a careful­ 
ly planned, intelligent bet on the indus­ 
trial future of this region. 
Expenditures of the Minnesota Power 
Sc Light Co. for permanent improvements 
from September, 1945, tell a great deal 
about this section’s rediscovery of itself. 
The total for the period, 1945 to 1953 is 
about $41,277,000. Of this about $5,300,- 
000 is being spent this year. The total for 
next year is estimated at $10,381,000 and 
for 1953 at $6,308,000. 
Expansion on such a scale is the strong­ 
est kind of evidence that 
the 
industrial 
growth that we see all around us can be 
expected to continue, to spread, and to be­ 
come greater. The needs of electric cur­ 
rent for a large number of new homes, for 
a population demanding more service of 
this kind are great, but would require no 
such progra mas this. Only industry, of the 
heavy type, with installations in many 
parts of this district, would require such 
an investment in 
expanded 
power 
fa­ 
cilities. 
We are going to need the power and we 
are going to have it. 
These 
assurances 
are a reason for confidence in this part 
of the world now and for generations to 
come. 
More than that we are getting the 
utilities through the 
operation 
of 
the 
flee enterprise system. American industry 
is showing that it can foresee the needs of 
a region and prepare to meet them, and 
finance the effort through normal chan­ 
nels, without turning the process into an 
experiment in political pressures.

It was Senator Anderson who first phon­ 
ed the president at Key West more than 
three weeks ago urging drastic action.

! though anxious for a clean-up, seemed to 
think things could be patched up without 
firing Howard McGrath as attorney gen­ 
eral. 
Senator Anderson, however, 
dis­ 
agreed. He told the chief justice that the 
president would lean on him heavily for 
advice and that he 
should 
recommend 
drastic measures. 
Without a 
drastic 
purge, the senator 
from New Mexico argued, the adm inistra­ 
tion would lose all control over Congress. 
Vinson seemed to agree. 
Note — Chief let-things-alone advocate 
inside the White House has been M att Con­ 
nelly, the president’s appointment secre­ 
tary, whose record of playing 
favorites 
would not bear too much congressional 
scrutiny.

on a few minutes in an evergreen 
grove to aoquire a day's supply to 
help pass the time while school 
hours drag by. The checkerberry's 
favorite habitat is a damp wood­ 
land where the woody vine with 
its underground creeping stem is 
assured of moisture. 
From New­ 
foundland to Manitoba and south 
to Georgia, the 
glowing 
berries 
are a part of 
Autumn's 
ground 
color. 
The 
checkerberry 
has 
many 
folklore names: wintergreen, box­ 
berry, leer berry, 
groundberry, 
ginger berry, spice berry, moun­ 
tain tea and waxy plum. Its leaves 
are spicy, fragrant 
and 
chewy, 
and are often called Little John­ 
nies by northland woodsmen. Per­ 
haps the ancient, original site ol 
the widespread vine is the Andes 
mountains where nearly IOO spec­ 
ies have been identified. One of 
the interesting idiosyncracies of 
Gaultheria procumbens is that it 
blossoms from early spring until 
late summer. Berries that 
have 
been refrigerated for months in 
ice and snow are especially flav­ 
orful when exposed by shrinking 
drifts in March. A lad working 
in the sugar grove can revive his 
strength by picking a lew hand­ 
fuls of the winter-mellowed fruits. 
One of Nature’s strongest coin­ 
cidences is that the oil ol winter­ 
green made from this vine s leav­ 
es and fruits has the same ana­ 
lysis as oil distilled from sweet 
birch. It requires a ton of check­ 
erberry leaves 
to 
produce 
one 
pound of oil. Checkerberries’ fra­ 
grance is used as scent for soaps, 
as a flavor tor candy and chewing 
gum and as a camouflaging agent 
for medicines. It is a member of 
the family Ericacae, 
partial 
to 
lighter-type soils 
but 
growing 
well in either sun or shade. Chip­ 
munks, deer, and pheasants like 
the red fruits. Each 
fruit 
is a 
live-celled 
structure which 
in­ 
creases in size through the win­ 
ter. It requires about 2800 berries 
to weigh a pound. It is a humble, 
olten unnoticed creeping, woody 
vine, but these waiting December 
days when man is walking among 
the evergreens at swamp edge, he 
e joys a feast of both berries and 
leaves—Haydn Pearson.

American Council on Education, 
to study w hat’s wrong with col­ 
lege sports, recommended 
these 
strong measures: 
1. Abolition of all bowl games. 
2. Barring of freshmen 
from 
varsity sports. 
3. Refusing alumni 
and other 
booster groups permission to give 
scholarships directly to athletes. 
Say Hands Off 
Three hours after 
the 
presi- 
dent’s program 
was 
announced 
yesterday, Southeastern 
Confer­ 
ence athletic directors, in session 
at New 
Orleans, voted “almost 
unanimously” to tell, the college 
presidents to keep their hands off 
the bowl policies of that confer­ 
ence. 
Representatives 
of 
the 
Rose, 
Cotton and Orange bowls ques­ 
tioned, in varying degrees, 
the 
wisdom of necessity for the presi­ 
dents* 
anti-bowl 
proposal. 
A 
Shrine bowl representative 
said 
he was sure they weren’t 
after 
this charity game. 
No one com­ 
mented for the Sugar bowl. 
Professor H. P. Everett of the 
University of Washington, acting 
as official spokesman for the Pa­ 
cific Coast conference, said 
his 
group “is way ahead” of the col­ 
lege presidents who spoke up 
in 
Washington. 
Perhaps the most 
interesting 
feature of their recommendation 
was the method suggested for en­ 
forcing their 
proposals, 
which 
were set forth by Dr. John Han­ 
nah of Michigan State. 
Academic Penalliea 
In the past a school which vio­ 
lated athletic restrictions usually 
hgs had to answer to some con­ 
ference or the national collegiate 
athletic association (NCAA). 
"Under the presidents’ proposal, 
Dr. Hannah 
said, 
“reasonable 
athletic behavior” would be con­ 
sidered a part 
of 
the 
school’s 
academic setup. 
If a school got 
out of bounds, he said, it would 
jeopardize its academic standing. 
The five 
accrediting 
associa­ 
tions in the country—the 
north 
central, the middle states, the New 
England, the northwest and the 
southern—already keep an eye on 
academic standards. 
“This way we can take care of 
the policing,” Hannah said, “with­ 
out setting up a new agency.” 
The council has no power 
to 
influence a decision, but Hannah 
said its prestige is so great that 
anything it decides has 
signifi­ 
cance for educators. 
Expect Acceptance 
Hannah seemed to think 
the 
plan would be accepted. 
“The land grant colleges.” 
he 
said, “include some of our most 
important institutions. 
They ap­ 
proved it before they even knew 
what was in it.” 
The presidents’ proposals were 
announced at a news conference. 
Hannah said they may not be in 
written form for a month, 
and 
that the presidents still haven’t 
agreed on several important ques­ 
tions. 
Lathrop A. Leishman, chairman 
of the Rose Bowl Football com­ 
mittee, said the proposal “won’t 
cure the evils in college athletics.” 
“Regardless of 
whether 
bowl 
games are played or not,” he said, 
“there will always be the battle 
for conference titles and the cases 
of eager alumni who want to win 
the “Big* games.” 
The 
Sugar 
Bowl 
president, 
Charles Zatarain, had no 
com­ 
ment to ounce, and Howard Grubb, 
of Uke 
Cotton 
bowl. 


agreed that steps should be taken 
to eliminate pressures created by 
bowl games. 
But, Grubb added, the South­ 
west conference, of which he is 
also secretary, “wouldn’t be spon­ 
soring the Cotton bowl if he did 
not think bowl games were 
all 
right.” 
Stuart W. Patton, president of 
the Orange bowl, suggested that 
each school make its own deci­ 
sion on bowl games. 
Other Proposals 
The college presidents will meet 
in Washington again January 6 
and 7 and possibly will complete 
their study at that time. 
After 
they 
have 
completed 
their report, the executive coun­ 
cil of the American Council on 
Education must approve it. What 
would happen then is anybody’s 
guess. 
The presidents had other rec­ 
ommendations to make aside from 
their principal 
suggestions 
re­ 
garding bowl games, freshmen and 


scholarships. 
The other proposals 
included: 
That 
all-star games 
for high 
school seniors should be abolish­ 
ed: 
That lavisn entertainment 
for 
high school stars should be pro­ 
hibited; 
That football should be played 
only from September until around 
Dec. I: and 
That 
basketball 
should 
be 
played 
only 
from 
Dec. 
I 
to 
March 1. 
On the other hand, the presi­ 
dents reached no agreement 
on 
many of the tricky questions in 
connection 
with recruiting 
and 
subsidizing. 
Nor have they de­ 
cided how long, or how 
short, 
spring football practice should be.

They sought to emulate the Amer­ 
icans’ every move, are meticulous 
masters of detail. 
“The interpreters would ask us 
questions — how to bat, pitch, 
slide, 
field 
ground 
balls—then 
would tell the crowd 
what

explains Lopat. “All this 
would 
be jotted down in notebooks. They 
are exceptiinal students, listen at­ 
tentively.” 
Baseball in Japan is remindful 
of a chemistry laboratory. Class­ 
room study is heavy. They pick 
up 
the American 
sport 
from 
books, movies, lectures, any way 
they can get it. 
“The fans knew every one of 
us by name, face and walk,” says 
Lopat. “They knew our averages, 
where we came from, what teams 
we belonged to, our entire 
his­ 
tory.” 
The tour drew more than 500,- 
000, an average 
of 
more 
than 
30,000 a game. Lefty O’Doul’s All- 
Stars won 13, lost one, tied two. 
The Nips respect American ball 
payers with a 
religious 
fervor, 
cheered them passionately. 
“When Dino Restelli homered off 
Kiyoshi Matsuda, Japan’s leading 
southpaw last season, 
the 
fans 
jumped to their feet and waved 
him home with red paper fans,” 
recalls Lopat. 
“It started to rain and 
some­ 
body ran out of the stands and 
gave O’Doul, coaching 
at 
third 
base, a Japanese umbrella”. 
Lopat didn’t see one Japanese 
ball player he thought could make 
the major leagues. 
“They’re about 
Class 
Double 
A,” he opines. “They 
get 
there 
purely by effort and 
combative­ 
ness, never give up.’* 
The Japanese ball player, short 
on physique and long on mental 
power, resorts to science, employs 
such not-so-simple devices as the 
squeeze play, 
hit-and-run, 
steal 
and the like. 
Lopat suffered a 
cold 
in 
his 
shoulder, pitched only three in­ 
nings aaginst the Japs. 
“But the arm is 
okay 
now,” 
says the staff member of Presi­ 
dent 
Phil 
Rizzuto’s 
American 
Baseball Academy at New York’s 
212 A. A. A. Armory. “I dropped

Michigan Athletic Policy 
Due For Reconsideration 


ANN ARBOR—(A*)—A “recon­ 
sideration” of athletics policy at 
University of Michigan was indi­ 
cated today following a meeting of 
the university’s athletic board. 
University 
spokesmen 
would 
not say what is being planned. 
But president Harlan H. Hatcher 
said that “the 
national 
athletic 
picture has been magnified to such 
an extent that we may have to re­ 
consider policy and take a posi­ 
tive announced stand.” 
Hatcher spoke last 
night 
just 
before the university’s board in 
control of intercollegiate athletics 
went into a closed session. 
Discussed Policies 
Afterwards 
A rthur 
Brandon, 
vice president in charge of univer­ 
sity relations, said the meeting was 
in the nature of “orientation" for 
president Hatcher at which “poli­ 
cies and procedures” 
were 
dis­ 
cussed. 
However mathematics professor 
Harry Carver, a recent critic of 
Michigan’s athletic program, said 
"plans” were discussed which he 
did not detail. 
Carver indicated it would be 
premature to talk about what the 
board might do, saying “it might 


defeat the honest effort to improve 
the general athletic picture.” 
Carver had accused athletic dir­ 
ector Fritz Crisler of having one- 
man control of athletic affairs. 
Crisler, an ex-officio member of 
the athletic board, attended the 
meeting but had no comment on 
its proceedings. 
Only Broad Aspects 
Carver said the board did not 
bring up his criticisms but talked 
only of the “broad aspects of the 
athletic picture.” 
Hatcher had said that if Mich­ 
igan does “reconsider policy and 
takes a positive announced stand, 
it will be done only after thorough 
deliberation by the board." 
He added that "the central con­ 
sideration of 
the University 
of 
Michigan is for the education in 
its broadest sense of 
the 
young 
men and young women entrusted 
to its care.” 
Hatcher said 
Michigan 
views 
students with athletics ability in 
exactly the same light as students 
with any other type of ability and 
added: 
“We expect the University of 
Michigan will continue its high 
and honorable coarse.”

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Bureau Of Mines Adopts 
New Respiration Method 


A new back-pressure, arm-lift 
method of manual artificial re­ 
spiration has been adopted by tht 
Bureau of Mines and will soon be 
included in first aid courses given 
by Bureau instructors to m.ners 
and others in the minerals indus­ 
tries. Director John J. Forbes has 
informed Secretary of the Interior 
Oscar L. Chapman in Washington, 
D. C. 
The improved method was de­ 
veloped by a Dane— Holger Niel­ 
sen— and has been accepted by 
the 
Bureau and other govern­ 
ment and industrial organizations 
simultaneously 
as 
superior 
to 
other methods as the result al ex­ 
tensive tests by outstanding medi­ 
cal men of Harvard University, 
the University of 
Pennsylvania, 
the University of 
Illinois, 
and 
Springfield 
college.

This forces air 
back into the lungs and

The back-pres­ 
sure antilift movements require 
about 5 seconds so that 12 com­ 
plete cycles per minute can 
be 
maintained. 
In addition to the fact that the 
Nielsen method causes a greater 
exchange of air. medical experts 
pointed out that it can easily be 
applied by a light individual upon 
a heavy adult, and that it is less 
tiring than other methods. 
Manuals describing in detail the 
Holger Nielsen method are now 
being prepared by the Bureau, and
